It is strange 
that although there has been a moderate 
amount of rain for the past month the 
swamps and ponds are drying up in most 
places and hay is likely to be a poor crop, 
where it has generally been cut.

Mr. Marker, government inspector of 
creameries, left on last train for the south 
after having inspected the Edmonton 
creamery and also viewed many of the 
dairies from which the cream is supplied. 
He expressed himself as satisfied with the 
methods pursued and the quality of butter 
manufactured. The system of gathering 
cream only at this creamery leads to some 
curious results when the butter tester is 
brought to bear. The cream of the several 
patrons varied from 13 to 24 per cent. in the 
amount of butter fat contained. As the 
buttermilk isnot returned to the patrons, 
and payment for butter is based on the pro- 
portion of butter fat in the cream, it follows 
that the patrons supplying cream contain- 
ing the smallest percentage of butter fat is 
losing on the transaction. Applications to 
supply additional cream to the creamery are 
being received, but unless the applicants 
are so situated that they can be put on a 
workable cream route nothing can be done 
for them. It is therefore to the interest of 
every farmer who wishes to supply cream 
to the creamery to get his neighbors to do 
so as well, Not the least benefit of the 
creamery to the district is that by shipping 
out one to two tons of butter a month the 
local market is left ina much better con- 
dition for the dairy butter makers. If the 
ton and a half of butter that went out on 
Tuesdav’s train had been thrown on the 
local market it would have crowded out 
that much farm made butter. So that in 
making butter for export the creamery is 
helping the home butter makers as well as 
its own patrons.

THE PRICE OF WHEAT. 
A few weeks ago the price of wheat, 


which has been unreasonably low for 
several years, took a sudden rise, both 
in Canada and the States. The rise 
was not very great, and it did not affect 
many farmers because all but those in 
particularly good circumstances had 
long before sold out their stock of 
wheat. This was especially true in 
Manitoba, the granary of Canada. In 
Ontario, which grows fall wheat and 
is full of water powers, grist mills are 
universally distributed, and the farmer 
always keeps enough wheat of one sea- 
son’s crop to give him bread and seed 
until after the following harvest, so 
that there is always a tendency to keep 

some wheat on hand; even more than 

is actually required, for if it cannot be 

used in one season it may be in the 

next. As a consequence the rise found 
a number of Ontario farmers with more 

or less wheat for sale, and they reaped 

the advantage of the rise. But On- 

tario isa mixed farming country and 

the price of wheat is consequently not 

by any means as great a consideration 
either of gain or loss as in Manitoba, 

where wheat is always the staple and in 

many cases the only crop. In Manitoba 

thereare few water powers and few grist 

mills. Manitoba wheat is best suited 

for the special process yrinding of the 

great mills, and consequently the farm- 

ers of Manitoba sell their wheat for 
cash and buy their flour. The natural 
tendency then is for the farmer to sell 
clear out of wheat in order to get cash 
to meet pressing necessities and to buy 
flour only as required, and often on 
credit against the following season’s 
crops. The result was that the rise in 
wheat did not benefit the Manitoba 
farmer for he had already sold his 
wheat at the lower price, but it was a 
loss to him inasmuch as it compelled 
him to pay very much more for the 
flour that he had to buy. 

The second chapter of the story, and 
the one which contains the joke, is that

bines and corrupt contractors under the 
adminstration of thenational policy gov- 
ernment to believe that the rise in the 
price of wheat balanced or more than 
balanced the account.

If the tariff did cause the rise, 
certainly the great majority of the 
farmers of Ontario and all the farmers 
of Manitoba have the gravest ground of 
complaint against the government that 
they did not work their magic tariff at 
a time when it would have )enefitted 
them. A tariff that only benefits the 
few after the many have suffered irre- 
parable loss exactly fulfils its opponeuts 
ideal of a protective tariff, something 
for the benefit of the few at the cost of 
the many. Of course of the few who

If the sational policy 
made him that million dollars, by all 
means let it have the credit of doing so, 
and let the farmers know just who does 
get the benefit of the national policy 
and just who stands the loss. 

As a matter of fact the protective 
tariff on wheat did not cause the rise in 
price and no one claims that it did. 
All that the advocates of the high tariff 
claim is that the tariff by excluding the 
low priced wheat of the United States 
gave the farmer the benefit of the rise. 
This argument would be good except 
for the facts of the case. Namely that 
it was the rise in the United States in 
view of prospective short crops, which 
caused the rise in Canada, and that in- 
stead of wheat being exportable from 
the States to Canada it was exportable 
from Canada to the States. Of course 
once the bulk of the wheat in Canada 
was in monopolists’ hands so that it 
could be cornered, the protective tariff 
could be used to squeeze an extra pro- 
fit out of it, and it was used to the full 
extent. But until the wheat could be 
cornered, that is as long as it was in 
the farmers’ hands, it could’ not be so 
used. 

If the protective tariff could force up 
the price of wheat it was criminal on 
the part of the admunstrators of that 
policy toever let the price go down. 
And if it could raise the price of wheat 
the public interest demands that it be 
at once amended so as to put up the 
price of butter, eggs and other farm 
products, which are more important 
than wheat everywhere but in

TERRITURIAL EXHIBITION NOTES. 


Reaina, June 29th. 

The governor of Michigan, the Hon. John 
T. Rich, has signified his intention of being 
present at the Territorial exhibition.

The speeding traek at the exhibition park 
is now complete, and the best horsemen ex- 
press the opinion that it will be the fastest 
half mile track in Canada. 

The express companies have agreed to 
carry articles to the exhibition at one fare 
both ways. That is, the regular rates will 
be charged to Regina and articles returned 
to the original point of shipment free upon 
certificate from the secretary.

Twice 
in one century is enough, and the old gen- 
tleman is really amicable in spite of his 
big talk. The only enemies we have are 
the party politicans, and the most effect- 
ive weapon against them is to stop the 
supplies. The real raison d'etre of our 
militia force is that as part of a mighty 
empire, with world-wide possessions aod 
responsibilities, we are bound to eon- 
tribute to the strength, and not to the 
weakness, of that empire. It is this con- 
viction which maintains our militia, and 
will prevent any set of politicians from dis- 
banding it.

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


First annual convention of the local union 
of the Christian Endeavor Societies of 
Edmonton and South Edmonton, held 
July Sth, 1895. 

Commmunicated, 

The convention is over and pronounced by 
all who attended a success beyond expecta- 
tion. As advertised, and according to pro- 
gramme, prayer meetings were held at 7:00 
in the morning in both towns. Miss 
Hendrie, of the Presbyterian society, Ed- 
monton, conducted the one held on the 
north side in the Baptist church ; and Rev. 
H. A. Goodwin the mecting in the Metho- 
dist church, South Edmonton. Notwith- 
standing the threatening aspect of the 
weather both meetings were weil attended, 
about 40 persons being present on the north 
side and 23 on the south side. Much earn- 
estness and interest were shown and all left 
the meeting much refreshed and confident 
that the blessing of Heaven would rest upon 
the subsequent meetings of the day. 

At 10:00 busses arrived at the Presby- 
terian church, South Edmonton, from the 
north side, laden with Endearorers ready to 
join with their friends of the Endeavor soci- 
eties of South Edmonton in the first regular 
session of the convention. Very shortly 
after 10 o'clock Rev. J. S. Muldrew, the 
president of the local union, called the as- 
sembly to order and invoked God’s blessing 
upon the convention. All the young 
people’s Christian societies of the Presby- 
terian, Methodist and Baptist churches of 
both towns were represented, and were dis- 
Linguishable by the colors worn. The Y. P. 
S. C. E. of the Presbyterian church, Edmon- 
ton, wearing pink and white ; the Y. P. 8. 
C. E. of the Presbyterian church, South Ed- 
monton, purple and white ; the E. L. of C. 
E. of the Methodist church, Edmonton, yel- 
low and white; the FE. L. of C. E. of the 
South Edmonton Methodist church, blue 
and white; the B. Y. P. U. of the Baptist 
church, Edmonton, wearing red and white. 
The president made the address of welcome 
on behalf of the South Edmonton Endeavor- 
ers to the convention and combined there- 
with in appropriate terme the opening 
address of the convention, referring to the 
object for which the convention was called, 
the importance of united effort in Christian 
work, and the necessity of developing 

brotherly love between Christians of what- 
ever doctrine. He congratulated the mem- 
bers upon the hearty response to the call of 
the executive committee for this their first 
convention, and exhorted them to look to 
God for his blessing to rest upon it. A 
chorus by the choir, ‘“‘Blest be the tie that 
binds,” was followed by bricf reports from 
the several societies as to their history, 
present condition and prospects for the 
future. These reports were of much inter- 
est, and encouraging to all. Perhaps the 
most striking feature in these reports was 
the emterprise exhibited by the society of 
the Presbyterian church, South Edmonten, 
which has purchased and placed under cul- 
tivation an acre of land in the vicinity for 
the purpose of raising produce for the refief 


of families in distress and to secure money 
for the extension of the seciety’s work in 
other lines. After another chorus the first 
paver of the convention was read by J. 
Hamilton McDonald, the subject being 
“The advantages of united effort in Chris- 
tian Endeavor work.” The discussion 


which followed was opened by Rev. G. W. 
Dean, and was quite animated, though so 
early in the day. The next item called was 
a paper on “The relation of Christian En- 
deavor work to the church and Sunday 
school,” admirably handled by Miss Osborne 
of the Methodist society of Edmonton. The 
discussion on this paper indicated that the 
convention was warming up to its work and 
was not at all backward in expressing its 
opinions. Sunday school committees were 
recommended. At the close of this discus- 
sion a pleasing diversion in the programme 
wasannounced, and Rev. and Mrs. Dean sang 
a duet being accompanied on the organ by Mr. 
Alex. McCauley, the organist for the day. 
Mr. C. W. Mathers, of the Methodist 
society, Edmonton, next read a splendid 
paper on ‘*How to conduct the prayer 
meeting,” warning against sermonizing on 
such occasions, against unfamiliar hymns, 
distressing pauses and other failings, and 
extorting to more of the spirit of Christ in 
their conduct. The discussion which follow- 
ed was full of spirit and highly instructive. 
After this exercise a season of prayer was 
spent, several took part briefly and fervent- 
ly. The choir sang ‘‘ Far, Far Away,” and 
the session was closed with prayer. — 

The afternoon session was held in the 
Methodist church, Edmonton, which was 
beautifully decorated for the occasion with 
flowers. Shortly after 3:00 o'clock thé con- 
vention was pleased to see Rev. D. G. Mc- 
‘Jueen, welcomed home from the east, take 
the chair and call the meeting to order. 
The audience sang with great vigor and 
teal that grand hymn “How firm a Found- 
ation ye Saints of the Lord,” after which 
the chairman made a few timely and en- 
couraging remarks, and hastened to call 
upon Mr. J. W. Blaine, of the Epworth, 
League, South Edmonton, for the first paper 
of the session, on the subject “‘ Work of the 
Social committee.” Mr. Blaine dealt with 
his subject ip an exhaustive and masterly 
manner showing that his knowledge was 
not merely theoretical but practical. Many 
ointers of value were given and taken, 

he discussion was opened by Mr. Dean 
and followed by several others, but was not 
#0 animated as the discussions of the pre- 
vious session. The clouds were dark and 
lowering, #0 a quartette consisting of 
Mrs. Hockley, Miss Hendrie, Mr. McAdam 
and Mr. Kelly, accompanied on the vocalion 
by Mr. McCauley, rendered a beautiful 
selection entitled *‘ Scatter Sunshine.” Then 
came an excellent paper on the *‘ Work of 
the look-out or membership committee,” by 
Mr. Ferris, also of the ipworth League,
